Namur Bristied With Guns.

King of Bohemia and apostolic King .f 
Hungary, whose reign has been the 
longest recorded; in authenticated his- 
tory, passed his eighty-fourth birthday 
one week ago. He was proclaimed Em- 
peror Dec. 2, 1848, following the abdica- 
tion of the Emperor Ferdinand.

Analysis of War Situation as 
Changed by the German Victory 


EADING the French official announcemént, issued last night, of 
the failure of the allies in the first phase of the great én- 
gagement, in connection with salient parts of previous an- 

nouncements in the last 10 days, the importance of the admission is 
seen more clearly. 

On Aug. 14 the War Offica issued its first comprehensive state- 


ment of the military situation, forecasting the great battle which seems - 


to have begun six days later, or last Friday. That statement said: 
“The violation of the néutrality of Belgium has extended the Belgian 
and French lines to the tier of Holland. The battle line, there- 
fore, will be from Basle, Switzerland, to Maestricht, with several 
millions engaged. 

However, the French and Belgians did not hold that part of the 
line running to Maestricht, but were driven south 40 to 50 miles long 
the Meuse to Namur, which city became practically the center of the 
100-mile angular line from Mons coast through Charleroi end south to 
Neufchateau, along which the series of battles making the general 
engagement were fought. | 

The statement of Aug. 15 said that a battle stretching over this 
great distance could neither be rapid nor immedately decisive as in 
the case of a short battle line. It continued: “Operations along so 
great a line would have varying for.unee. We will have an udvantage 
at one or several points; the Germans will have an advantage at other 
points, and the line of battie will continue to be modified until one of 
th. adversaries succeeds in gaining some point the superiority of which 
would dislodge the adversary’s froni and mark the end of the first en- 
gagement.” The communication added that news of definite results 
need not be expected for at least eight days. 


UNDAY was the eighth day, and the French War Office announced 

S that a great battle was then in progress along thw line from 

Mons to the frontier ot Luxembourg; that the French and En- 

glish troops had everywhere assumed the offensive, being “faced by 
the whole German army, both active and reserves.” 

The first ite statement of the plan of campaign was made 

yesterday in these words: “The mission of the English und Mgench 

is to hold virtually the entire German army in Belgium while our 


Russian allies pursue their successes in the East.” 
The opening statement of the announcement of last night is: “The 


French and English, the plan of attack having failed owing to un-.

Plan of Counter-Offensive. 

The obvieus purpose of these counter- 
offensive movements was to atrike the 
three German armies before they 
reached France, thus, if possible, bring- 
ing them to a halt and putting them on 
the defensive before they had time to 
develop their lines, make their contact 
between armies and attain their maxi- 


Each of these counter-offensives has 
totally failed. The circumstances ¢@t- 
tending their failure, 80 far as yet 
known, supply the day's news and ex- 
plain the grave anxiety discernible in 
London and Paris. 

The first failure Was that of the 


man army of the Rhine. This offensive 
had two dtfferent phases. One contem- 
Plated a movement through Southern 
Alsace by Belfort and the passes of the 
Vosges, the other an advance by Lune- 
ville betweet Metz and Strassburg and 
toward the Lower Rhine at Mains. The 
piain purpose was to roll back any Ger- 
man forees in the region, and. by de- 
feating them, compe! the Germans to 
weaken their great army in Western 
Belgium. 
Successes Temporary. 

In both Alsace and German  Lor- 
raine, the offensive was temporarily 
successful. Saarburg, on the raliiroad 
between Metz and Strassburg, wus oc- 
cupied. French bulletins reported suc- 
cesses, including the capture of Muel- 
hausen tn Alsace. 

Then, suddenty, with no explanation, 
the French advance was reported to 
have terminated, and the retiring troops 
were placed beyond Luneville near 
Nancy. 

The Only conceivable explanation for 
this was that the advancing force had 
been utterly defeated, if not routed. 
This the German bulletins squarely af- 
firmed, claiming the capture of 15) cer.- 
non. 


What Happened in Ardesnes. 


Much more obscure is the story of 
the repulse, or rout, of the French 
columns sent against the army of the 
Moselle, evidently established in the 
Ardennes, west of Luxemburg and 
north of Longwy.

ADDRESS, TELLING WHY 
GERMANY WENT TO WAR 


Post-Dispatch Presents 


Speech in Reichstag of 


Von Bethmann-Hollweg in Which He 
Says Kaiser Sought Peace. 


The Post-Dispatch herewith pre- 
sents in full a translation of the 
speech of Herr von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, the German Imperial Chancel- 
lor, declaring for war and delivered 
in the Reichstag in Berlin on Aug. 4 

The translation was brought to this 
country by Dr. Karl G. Bartling, As- 
sistant Director of the American In- 
stitute in Berlin who has just ar- 
rived in New York. 

A-resume of the speech carried by 
the Associated Press was printed in 
the Post-Dispatch Aug. 5. The full 
text of the address is first given 
here. 


A mighty fate has descended on Eu- 
rope. Because we were struggling for 
the esteem of the German Empire in 
the world we have for 44 years lived in 
peace and safeguarded the peace of Eu- 
rope. In peaceful industry we have be- 
come strong and mighty and in conse- 
quence envied. With patience we have 
borne that both in the East and in the 
West hostility toward us was being 
nursed and chains forged for us under 
the pretext that Germany was desirous 
of war. 

We wished to continue to live in peace- 
ful industry and like and unexpressed 
vow there was passed on from Kaiser 
to the youngest soldier: 

“Only on defense of a righteous cause 
shall our swor@® be drawn.’’ (Hearty ap- 
rlause.) The day when we must draw it 
has appeared, contrary to our desire, 
contrary to our honest efforts to avoid 
it. Russia has applied the firebrand to 
the house. We find ourselves in a forced 
war with Russia and France. 

Gentlemen, a series of documents, 
composed in the rush of events, is in 
your hands. Allow me to place before 
you the facts which characterize our at- 
titude. From the very beginning of the 
Austrian conflict we strove and worked 
toward the end that this trouble remain 
confined to Austria-Hungary and Servia. 


All Cabinets, especially that of En- 
gland, take the same stand; only Russia 
declared that she must have a word in 
the decision of this conflict. Therewith 
the danger of European éntanglements 
arises. As soon as the first atfthentic 
reports of the military preparations in 
Russia reached us we declared in a 
friendly but emphatic manner in St. 
Petersburg that war measures and mili- 
tary preparations would force us also 
to prepare and that mobilization is close- 
ly akin to war. 
Appeal to the Czar. 

Russia asserts in what is an apparent- 
ly friendly manner that she is not moo- 
ilizing against us. In the meantime 
England tries to mediate between VI- 
enna and St. Petersburg in which she 
is warmly supported by us. On July 
the Kaiser telegraphed the Czar asking 
him to consider that Austra-Hungary 
has the right, and that it Is her duty 
to defend herself against Servian in- 
which threaten to undermine 
her existence. 

The Kaiser called the attention »f the 
Czar to their common monarchial in- 
terests with regard to the Sarajevo out 
rage, and asked him personally to sup- 
port him in order to establish harmony 
between Vienna and St. Petersburg. 

At about the same hour in which this 
telegram Was sent, the Czar asked the 
Kaiser for his support and requested 
him te advise Vienna to be m>)1~-rate 
in its demands. The Kaiser assumed 
the role of mediator. Hardly had he 
begun his activity when Russia mob- 
ilised its entire fighting force against 


Austria-Hungary. Auairia- Hung ary. 


however, had mobilized onl.’ 
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Servia; in the north there were only 
two army corps these, far from the 
Russian border. 

The Kaiser immediately called the at- 
tention of the Czar to the fact that this 
mobilization of his forces against Aus- 
tria-Hungary made his position as me- 
diator difficult or absolutely impossible. 
In spite of this we continued our medi- 
atorial activities in Vienna, going to the 
utmost limits of consistency with the 
terms of otir federal treaty. Very true! 
Hear! Hear! 

During thts time Russia spontaneously 
assured us that her military prepara- 
tions were not directed against us. (Hear! 
Hear! Fie!) 


Tne Sist of July arrived. In Vienna 
decision was to be made. In the mean- 
time we had succeeded with our negotia- 
tions in reaching a point where Vienna 
resumed intercourse with St. Petetsburg, 
which for some time had been discon- 
tinued, but before the final decision was 


4 reached in Vienna the news arrived that 


Russia had mobilized its entire fighting 
force, which meant also against us. 
(Hear! Hear!) 


Russia Mobilized. 

The Russian Government, which, after 
repeated demonstrations, knew what 
mebilization on our borders meant, did 
not notify us of this mobilization and 
gave us absolutely no explanation. 
(Hear! Hear!) Not until the afternoon 
of July 31 did the Kaiser receive a mes- 
sage from the Czar in which he assured 
him that the attitude of his army was 
not hostile toward us. (Hear! Hear! and 
laughter). 


However, the mobDilization against us 
on the Russian border was, on the night 
of June 31, already in full progress. 
While we, at the request of Russia, were 
mediating in Vienna, the Russian army 
appeared on our*long, almost entirely 
open border. France, although not yet 
mobilizing, was making preparations for 
war. And we, up to this point, had in- 
tentionally not then called a single sol- 
dier of the reserve, for the sake of 
European peace. (Bravo!) 


r Invasion by France. 

In spite of this the Kaiser gave the 
order that the French border should be 
respected. The command was strictly 
enforced with a _ single exception. 
France, which mobilized simultaneously 
with us, declared that she would respect 
@ zone of 10 kilometers from the border. 


(Hear! Hear!) and what happened in 
reality? 


There were bomb throwing fliers, cav- 
alry patrols, invading companies in the 
Riechland, Alsace-Lorraine (unheard 
of), thereby France, although the condi- 
tion of war had not yet been declared, 
had attacked our territory. 


Concerning the French complaints in 
regard to violations of the border, I 
have received from the chief of the 
&Keneral staff the following report: ‘Only 
one offense has been committed. Con- 
trary to an emphatic order, a patrol of 
the Fourteenth Army Corps, led by an 
officer, crossed the border on Aug. 2. 
They apparently were killed. Only one 
man returned. However, long before 
the crossing of the border, French fliers 
were dropping bombs in Southern Ger- 
many, and at Schluct Pass the French 
troops had attacked our bordér troops. 

Until the present our troops have con- 
fined their activity to the protection of 
our borders. They are now on the de- 
fense and necessity recognizes no law.

The defensive works. of Namur 
were virtually as strong as those 
of Liege, and the position of the

The forts are rine in number, the 
four most important being St. Her- 
ibert, Audoye, Suarlee and Cogné- 
lee, while the connecting forts of 
less strength cre Dave, Maizeret, 
Malonne, Marchevolette and 
Emines.

Allies Offer Italy Slice of Austrian 


Territory. 
LONDON, Aug. 2%.—There .s good rea- 


son Yor believing Italy soon will be in- 
volved in the great conflagration, and 
that she will come in, not on the side of 
Germany and Austria, with whom she 
has constituted the Triple Alliance, but 
with the allies, their enemies. 

While it is impossible to obtain defi- 
nite information, it is known tremen- 
dous pressure is being brought to bear 
upon Italy by both sides. The allies are 
confident the representations of Ger- 
many and Austria will be, if they have 
not already proven aéfinitely to be, in- 
effective. 

The Britishapress teems with leaders 

pointing out the advantages accruing 
to Italy if she joins the allies, even to 
the extent of discsusing the spdils of 
war which might fall to Italy in the 
way of provinces recovered and addi- 
tional territory acquired from Austria. 
This would include Trieste and the 
Trentino, known as “‘“‘unredeemed Italy.”’ 
There are persistent rumors in diplo- 
matic circles here that the Italian Gov- 
ernment already has decided upon the 
fateful step. While the allies do not 
doubt their ability to take care of Ger- 
many and Austria without any more 
help, it is recognized that Italy's as- 
sistance would make victory more sure 
and certainly much quicker. 
A dispatch to the Times from Rome 
says the Italian Premier, Signor Salan- 
dra, assured a committee of Deputies 
that no mobilization was imminent in 
Italy, and that if it should occur later, 
it would not mean any abandonment 
of Itenan néutrality.

Defender of Liege 
Found Under Ruins 


ROTTERDAM, Aug. 2. 
N  Aix-la-Chappelle journal 
A gives the following account 
of the capture of Gen. Le- 
man, the gallant defender of Liege: 

“When the debris of one of the 
forts that had been practically 
demolished by artillery fire had 
been cleared away, the General was 
found beneath, half suffocated. 
First aid was applied; and as soon 
as he had been restored to con- 
sciousness the General was taken 
before Gen. von Emmich, to whom 
he surrendered his sword. 

‘Recognizing Gen. Leman’s gal- 
lantry, the German commander at 
once returned his sword, a knightly 
act which deeply moved the Bel- 
gian hero. 

“Gen. Leman was nursed back to 
health, and in a few days had quite 
recovered from the rigors of the 
siege. He was taken by automo- 
bile to Aix-la-Chappelle, in charge 
of Maj. Beyer, and after resting 
for a night, left for Cologne.”’ -

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
head of the Arctic exploring expedition, 
financed by the Canadian Government, 
shows that five months ago he set out 
with a companion across the Arctic ice 
to join Dr. R. M. Anderson, command- 


ing one division of the explorers, to the 
east of the Mackenzie River. 

The Naval Department here believes 
that Stefansson has reached the Ander- 
son party safely. His plan was to help 
‘Dr. Anderson at the exploration work 
which had been arranged for the land 
party before the expedition left Van- 
couver for the North. 

The dispatch is from Inspector Moode 
of the mounted police. It states that at 
Dawson, on Aug. 16, a half-breed trader 
from. Fort McPherson reported that 
Inspector Phillips there told him in July 
that Stefansson and Stalkerson left 
Herschelt in March with eight men and 
about 2% dogs to go straight across the 
ice to Reel Point or Coronation Gulf. 
The eight men returned, reporting that 
Stefansson had gone on with the ice- 
drifting past. They thought he would 
make toward Coronation Gulf. 

The dispatch adds that the survivors 
from Dr. Anderson's ship at Collinson 
Point arrived at Fort McPherson over 
the ice and left by boat to survey the 
delta down the river. They reported 
that Dr. Anderson would go along the 
coust toward Coronation Gulf looking 
for Stefaneson 

There is no word as yet from Capt. 
Bartlett, who set out on the United 
Stetes steamer Bear from Nome in 
search of the men who were scattered 
when the Stefansson steamer Karluk 
Was crushed.

ENGLAND NOTIFIED 


Gen. Baden-Pqwell Tells Troop- 
ers They Should Do Police 
and Guard Work: — 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The nationai 
headquarters of the Boy Scouts of 
America yesterday made public instrue.- 
tions by Lieutenant-General Sir. Rob- 
ert ». S. Baden-Powell, which he has 
issued to the thousands of troops of 
Boy Seouts in.the British Empire. The 
instructions, in the form of a state- 
ment under the heading “‘The Great 
War,” are in part as follows: 

“The sudden rush to arms on the part 
of the great nations of Europe against 
each other over a comparatively small 
incident in ‘Servia shows ~why it isso 
egsential to be prepared at all times for 
what is possible, even though it may 
not be probable. 

“Also it shows how little are the peo- 
ples of these countries as yet in suf- 
ficient mutual sympathy as to render 
wars impossible between them. This 
will be so until better understanding is 
generally established. Let us do what 
we can through the Scout Brothernood 
to promote this im the future.- For the, 
immediate present we have duties to 
our country to perform.” 

Gen. Baden-Powell says that in this 
time of national emergency comes the 
opportunity for the Scouts to show that | 
they can be of material service to their 
country. They will be utilized, says the 
statement, to take the lighter work of 
men in. order that these might be re- 
leased to the more arduous duties of 
war. Their duties are nonmilitary and 
come rather“*within the scope of police 
work, carried out under the general 
direction of county atrhorities. 

Included are the guarding and pa- 
troling of bridges, culverts and tele- 
graph lines against damage by spies, 
collecting information as to suppliés, cir- 
culating notices to inhabitants and sim- 
ilar duties connected with commandeer- 
ing and warnings; carrvine out o-gan- 
ized relief. measures, serving as signal 
riders and signalers; helping families. cf 
men employed in defense duties or aidc- 
ing the sick or wounded; establishing 
first aid, dressing or nursing stations, 
dispensaries or soup kitchens in their 
clubroom.s: acting as guides and order- 
lies, including the guiding of vessels ii: 
unbuoyed channels or showing lights to 
friendly vessels -and assisting coast 
guards.

Secretary McAdoo added that the val- 
orization pian was impracticable. and 
that the valorization, of cotton would 
mean a démand for the. valorization of 
every other product affected by the 
European war. 

Says ‘Business Is Heart by -War. 

“This cataclysm in, Europe,’’ he. said, 
“has caused a_ recoil: in all..businéss 
in this country. It is foolish to say 
that nobody will'be hurt. Our’ business 
here isnot to say that no one will be 
hurt. Our business'is to help everybody 
to meet the situation: as best they can.”

.“Any issue of currency by state banks 
is surely unnecessary,” said Sec.:etary 
McAdoo, “and it is a waste of time to 
talk about it..

Result Will Be Known Friday; 
Commissioner Wall: Doubts 
Presence of Danger, 


COLI BACCILLI:. FOUND 


1600 Bacteria to Cubic Centi- 
meéter Instead of Normal 200 
Revealed by Chemist. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff, fol- 
lowing his announcement yesterday of 
the discovery by Health Department 
chemists of coli bacilli in St. Louis 
water, has advised that all drinking 
water be boiled until the result of addi- 
tional tests made today can be known. 
This will be Friday. 

Dr. Starkloff said further that he be- 
lieved it would be well for residents to 
bol drinking water at all times, in the 
interest of health. 

‘There is no occasion for alarm,’’ Dr. 
Starkloff said to a reporter, ‘‘but as a 
precaution drinking water should be 
boiled. Only by boiling the water can 
danger of typhoid fever, cholera infan- 
tum and diseases of the bowols be 
@uarded against. 

“The coll bacilli do not cause typhoid 
fever,’ but do cause diseases of the 
bowels and are frequently accom anied 
by typhoid bacteria,” he says. 


Typhoid Season Here. 


The reports on which Dr. Starkloff 
based his advice were made by Dr. 
Baldwin, City Bacteriologist, and chem- 
ists of the Health Department, who ex- 
amined water taken from a hydrant in 
the City Bacteriologist’s office at the 
city hospital, and from a hydrant near 
8000 South Broadway. 

‘Both tests showed the presence of 
the coli bacilll,”” Dr. Starkloff said. ‘‘St. 
Louis water under normal ‘conditions 
contains 200 bacteria to a cubic centi- 
meter of water. Recent tests have 
shown 1600. This number is not an indi- 
cation of disease germs, for none of the 
bacteria may be dangerous, 

“The greater number of typhoid cases 
are found between the middle of August 
and October, and too great. precautions 
cannot be taken.” 

The tests today are being made by 
chemists of the Health, Department and 
Water Department together. Samples 
will be taken at the pumping station, 
at the faucets from which samples were} 
tafen Friday by the Health Department 
and in other parts of the city.

Water Commissioner Wali, after be- 
ing informed of Dr. Starkloff’s state- 
ments, said tests made by chemists of 
the ‘Water Department at the pumping 
station last Thursday did not show any 
coli bacilli, and he said that he did not 
believe the Health Department tests 
had been thorough. He said that four 
days are required to determine the exact 
nature of bacteria, and that the sam- 
ples examined by the Health Depart- 
ment were taken Friday and the report 
was made yesterday. 

He said that there was no condition 
at the pumping station different from 
the usual. The presence of 1600 bac- 
teria was not unusual, he said, and 
sometimes 5000 bacteria are found, none 
of them being injurious. 

If the Health Department tests are 
correct, he said, he was fnclined to be- 
lieve that the condition was local to the 
faucets from which the water was tak- 
en, and was not general to the city’s 
water.

A Civic Leagué pamphlet reminds us that while 
progress has been made in other directions toward 
more representative selections for public office,

| still nominated under the convention system. In 
fact, they are the only officers remaining in St. 
Louis who are still nominated under that system. 

That the School Board should be brought into 
harmony with nominating methods governing oth- 
er official positions seems manifest. The costly 
and cumbersome convention system should not be 
perpetuated just to name a few candidates for 
the school offices every two years. In making the 
change, however, will it. be desirable to continue 
the board as an elective body? With direct nom- 
inations, will it be possible to insure the full ben- 
efits of the present nonpartisan plan which has 
given such excellent results in keeping the board 
out of politics for many years? May it not be 
preferable to make it an appointive body and 
carry. further the short ballot reform for which 
so much has already been achieved by the new 
charter?

GERMAN VICTORY 
UNSETTLES Tit 
EXCHANGE RATES 


Wall Street Again Confronted 
by Unsatisfactory Export 
Conditions, 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. %.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial  re- 

view today, says: 

“There were a number of interesting 
developments affecting financial cond!- 
tions here and abroad today. Bankers 


here continued their discussions as to 
the best means of paying off the New 
York City loans which will soon mature 
in London and Paris; the Government's 
highly interesting foreign trade state- 
ment showed a largely increased import 
excess for July: action by large. com- 
mercial interests of Europe resulting in 
establishing credit balances with New 
Yerk bankers for the purpose of financ- 
ing supplies bought in this market, and 
continued negotiation as to the possi- 
ble placing of large loans in this mar- 
ket by foreign nations that cannot be 
Classed as belligerents. 

“None of the loans under considera- 
tion by bankers here were definitely 
concluded. The situation was such, hows 
ever, as to make possible the closing of 
important contracts in the near future, 
provided nothing happened to further 
complicate the situation abroad. 

No Exchange in Germany. 

“The news of the day describing the 
further German successes was received 
with keen interest in banking circles and 
abroad. The announcements were the 
subject of cable dispatches between the 
international banking houses, and it was 
evident that the disclosures had some- 
what complicated a ‘Situation that al- 
ready was full of perplexity. 

“It was not possible to obtain ex- 
change of German cities, even in cases 
where banking houses here had large 
balances to their credit in Berlin and 
Frankfort. Communication with those 
cities was virtually cut off, except for 
short messages sent by way of Holland 
or some other indirect route. The for- 
eign exchange market as a whole was 
pretty well demoralized again and it 
was difficult to obtain any large amount 
of exchange on Paris or London. 

“Cable remittances were offered in 
certain cases at the rates prevailing 
yesterday, but the supply of exchange 
was so limited as to make it difficult for 
merchants to secure what they required 
for purely mercantile operations. 

“No announcement was made about 
the New York City loan operation, and 
although there were reports that an- 
other loan would be negotiated, the 
feeling seemed to be the bankers would 
find some way of paying off the war- 
rants as they fell due in London, with- 
out recourse to long term borrowing of 
any kind.”’ 

Wheat Market Is Strong. 

“All the grain bills that were offered 
were absorbed quickly, and while there 
was a larger supply, the increase was 
not sufficient to make any material dif- 
ierence. Wheat was very strong again 
and the trading at the best was ex- 
cited and interesting. There was a broad 
demand for corn, and the export in- 
quiry was such as to make the grain 
markets generally active and higher. 
“The market reacted partially after 
touching the Nigh level of the day, and 
toward the close there was a good deal 
profit taking. which depressed prices. 
But the demand as a whole was, if any- 
thing, broader than yesterday, and so 
far as the news from the front had any 
influence, it was in favor of higher 
prices for wheat, corn and oats. 
“Today's statement of sag’ country’s 
foreign trade for July was, in ,view of 
the wholly abnormal conditiox’s exist- 


exceptional interest. The stfiking fea- 
tures of the return were, t, the new 
high record for July imports of $160,1738.- 
C00, and, second, the extess for the 
month of imports over exports of $6,- 
095, 000. 

“July, therefore, was the fourth con- 

secutive month in which the country’s 
imports have exceeded the exports. Tak- 
ing the seven completed months enéd- 
ing with July, the export balance 
stands at only $69,625,000, whereas in the 
same month last year exports exceeded 
imports by $307,907,000. A year ago the 
July figures showed an export excess 
of $21,929,000. 
These figures are as a whole very sug- 
gestive and show why it is that the 
Government's revenue has declined so 
sharply within the last few weeks. In- 
asmuch as the figures do not cover the 
period of the European war disturb- 
ance, except during its preliminary 
stages in the last week of July, it is 
certain that the August totals will re- 
flect a real tieup in ocean traffic. 

“This, however, is not being relieved 
and there is no doubt that a progressive 
improvement will be shown. But there 
is room for much improvement, as the 
warehouses are full of foodstuffs, which 
in the ordinary course of events would 
have been exported by this time.’’ 

The Cotton Problem. 


‘Banks here and in other large cities 
considered ways and means for relieving 
the cotton growers. Large advances 
have already been made by the Wall 
street institutions which have extensive 
connections in the South. Most of these 
loans will take the form of extensions 
of obligations which are already out- 
standing and which would have to be 
paid off in three or four weeks, had 
the cotton growers been able to market 
their crop as usual. 

“It was clear, however, from what tok 
place at yesterday’ s conference between 
Government officials and bankers, that 
while everyone was alive to the need 
of helping out the South, the accommo- 
dation must take the form of natural 
relief instead of resorting to unwise 
expedients which, under the circum- 
stances, ar wholly uncalled for.. 

‘‘The more the situation is studied the 
greatest the need appears for readjust- 
ing the whole system of lending at the 
South, so that the cotton growers may 
secure a broader market for their loans 
and receive ‘what accommodation they 
need at lower interest rates than now 
prevail. 

“This reform can easily be accom- 
plished, if the cotton bill is protected 
as it should be by a safe warehouse 
receipt, issued by a responsible com- 
pany. which can be relied upon to safe- 


as those of the borrower. 
New Currency Is Taken. 

“The figures given out today by the 
Controller of the Currency, relating to 
the distribution of emergency currency 
under the terms of the Aldrich-Vreeland 
act, indicate that nearly all of the notes 
thus far delivered were applied for vy 
the banks of the large reserve Centers. 
Of the $154,085.000 notes that were issued 
between Aug. 3 and Aug. 19, $97,964,0% 
were taken by the banks of the Eastern 
states, chiefly those located In New 
York City. The Boston banks and oth- 
er institutions in Massachusetts re- 
ceived $9,428,000 of the notes, while the 
banks of the South applied for only 
$8,768,000. 

“One feature of the return which ex- 
cited a great deal of. interest was tho 
small applications from the Middle 
West. This section, including the city 
of Chicago, received only $3,445,000 cf the 
notes. which was much less than had 
been supposed would be taken by that 
territory.
